1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means the 
Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of descrip- 
tion, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are 
to be for a single article even though more than one article is included under a 
numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a “Lot’’ then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final ; or the auctioneer may 
reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

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T MAY be of interest to those who will purchase objects of art or 

decoration from this portion of the Iselin collection to know 
something of the famous house from which they come. The Iselin 
mansion known as The Homestead, at the corner of George Street 
and Brown Street in Providence, R. I., which is illustrated as a 
frontispiece to the present catalogue, was built about 1830 by Mrs. 
Thomas Poynton Ives (née Hope Brown), great-grandmother of 
the present owner and daughter of one of the founders of Brown 
University. It descended through her daughter Charlotte Rhoda 
Ives, the wife of William Giles Goddard, to their eldest son 
William Goddard, sometime Chancellor of Brown University, who 
added to the mansion a large wing about the year 1885, and who 
assembled the collection of paintings and old silver, largely on his 
European travels. 

The house was long notable in Providence for its open hospitality 
and gracious living and its close association with Brown University, 
to which it will eventually pass. The interiors were the typical back- 
grounds of affluent late Victorian family life, and included three 
drawing rooms with their complements of gilded furniture, a great 
library in embossed leather and carved mahogany, and the massive 
mahogany doors and elaborate gilded ceilings of the period. It was 
a house whose traditions entered importantly into the life of the city, 
and it has been a source of great pleasure to many in Providence 
that this association will henceforth be maintained through the aus- 
pices of Brown University.
